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GENEVA TRADE AGREEMENTS 


p no of the twenty-three countries that participated in the nego- 
tiation of the General Agreement on tariffs and Trade in Geneva last year 
have now signed the Protocol of Provisional Application to the Agreement, 
and thus are contracting parties to it. The sole exception is Chile. 

Seven countries signed the Protocol just bfore the expiration of the time 
allowed for signing it; that is, June 30, 1948. These seven countries are: 
Brazil, Burma, Ceylon, Lebanon, New Zealand, Pakistan, and Syria. (See State 
Dept.) 

Chile has asked the twenty-two countries that have signed the Agreement for 
an extension of time in order that her Parliament may take necessary legisla- 
tive steps to permit Chile also to sign. 

Among the items in Part I of Schedule XX which are believed to represent 
United States concessions to Chile and which are, therefore, not expected to 
be included in a Presidential proclamation until Chile is in a position to sign 
the Protocol are: Peaches, fresh or in brine, entered between December 1 to 
May 31; fresh fruits other than melons and cantaloupes; lentils; red kidney 
beans; and dried beans when entered for consumption during the period from 
May 1 to August 31, inclusive, in any year; and onions (except onion sets). 
The reduction in import tax on copper items under section 3425 of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Code will also be withheld until Chile is able to sign the Protocol.

RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENTS ACT 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That this Act may b cited as the “Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1948.” 

Sec. 2. The pericd during which the President is authorized to enter into foreign trade agtreements 
under section 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (U. S. C., 1946 edition, title 19, sec. 1351), is 
hereby extended from June 12, 1948, until the close of June 30, 1949. 

Sec. 3. (a) Before entering into negotiations concerning any proposed foreign trade agreement under 
section 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, the President shall furnish the United States Tariff 
Commission (hereinafter in this Act referred to as the “‘Commission”) with a list of all articles imported 
into the United States to be considered for possible modification of duties and other import restrictions, 
imposition of additional import restrictions, or continuance of existing customs or excise treatment. 
Upon receipt of such list the Commission shall make an investigation and report to the President the

N THE year 1935 a small group of less than 50 British business men, under the 

inspiring leadership of first-war Major Tom Knowles, English director of Mon- 

santo Chemicals Ltd., established the Institute of Export. The founders included 
manufacturers, merchants, shippers, bankers and insurance men, representative of 
every branch of export trade, and they planned to create a body which should be com- 
petent to serve a profession of British export trade in the manner in which existing 
professional bodies in law, accountancy, banking and engineering served their 
members. The Institute of Export, therefore, was incorporated to initiate and main- 
tain investigation into means and methods of export practice and the laws of export, 
to extend and disseminate knowledge and ideas upon export questions, to protect 
the interests and improve the professional status of individuals engaged in export 
and to exercise professional supervision over them, to provide a means of regular 
association between members for their mutual benefit and to devise and operate 


a system of education for the coming generation of exporters. 


In its early years the Institute concen- 
trated its activities upon securing industrial 
appreciation of the need for export trade 
not only in the national, but (because the 
corollary of export is import) in the inter- 
national interest also. Courses of lectures 
were promoted and publications issued deal- 
ing with financing of export transactions, 
documentary procedure, market research 
abroad (in those days a subject almost 
wholly ignored in Britain) packing and 
packaging and other aspects of an export 
transaction. Concurrently an examination 
Syllabus was evolved upon which courses of 
training are based. Such work was handi- 
Capped by gathering war clouds in 1938 and 
1939, and virtually brought to a standstill 
in 1941 when, in accord with the spirit of 
the Lend Lease Act, British export trade 
was reduced by decree of its Government, 
to the “irreducible minimum.” 

In 1945, however, it became possible to 
resume the “forward march” and, in the 
short period which has elapsed since the 
end of the war, very great progress has 
been achieved towards realization of the 
aims and the ideals which prompted the 
Institute’s founders. The original member- 
Ship of less than 50 has increased to nearly 
3,000 and now includes not only the export 


executives of a large proportion of British 
manufacturing and merchandising con- 
cerns, but key men in all the services an- 
cillary to export. The organization, form- 
erly confined to the London area, has 
spread upon a national scale, and branches 
have already been established in provincial, 
industrial, and port areas such as Liverpool, 
Manchester, Birmingham, Bristol, Coventry, 
and the West Riding of Yorkshire. 

The Institute’s syllabus of export educa- 
tion, requires the student to obtain pro- 
ficiency in nine specialized subjects, and 
has received the support and approval of 
successive British “governments and of the 
Federation of British Industries: and 
courses of training based upon it are pro- 
vided, on a whole-time or night school basis, 
at a growing number of colleges through- 
out the United Kingdom. More than 1,400 
young men and women are currently re- 
ceiving instruction with a view to sitting 
the Institute’s examinations and qualifying

The President of the Institute of Export, 
Mr. Leslie Gamage, Vice-Chairman of the 
General Electric Company, was elected to 
serve for a fifth term at the 1948 Annual 
General Meeting. His vice-presidential col- 
leagues include Lord Leverhulme, (Lever 
Brothers and Unilever), Lord McGowan 
(Imperial Chemical Industries). Sir Mal- 
colm Robertson, (Spiilers, Ltd.), former 
British Ambassador in Argentina and war- 
time chief of the British Council; Sir 
George Beharrel, (Dunlop Rubber Com- 
pany), Sir George Bailey, (Metropolitan- 
Vickers Ltd.), and many other leaders of 
British industry. The support and encour- 
agement of such eminent men, and that 
received from “official sources,” has con- 
solidated and developed the Institute of 
Export to its present position, probably the 
only acknowledged “professional body” of 
exporters existing in any part of the world. 

The Institute remains faithful to the con- 
ception of its founders and, whilst working 
in the closest harmony with governments 
and with collective organizations within 
British industry, remains itself a wholly 
“private-enterprise” organization support- 
ed by the subscriptions of its individually 
elected members. Thus it has been able 
to invite to its platforms in London and 
the provinces speakers from every political 
party and to maintain an unbiased attitude 
in respect of the ideologies which divide the 
post-war world. The aim is still to promote, 
by every suitable means, the efficiency of 
the individual engaged in the conduct of 
British export trade. So far as its voice 
can reach other countries overseas it de- 
sires to establish the economic interde- 
pendence of all nations and, in the noble 
words of the Mutual Aid Agreement of 1942 
to procure “the expansion by appropriate 
international and domestic measures, of 
production, employment and the exchange 
and consumption of goods, which are the 
material foundations of the liberty and 
welfare of all peoples.” 

The Liverpool Branch in particular is 
ever ready to assist exporters and guide 
them through the intricate procedure now 
required to facilitate entry into overseas 
markets. At well attended luncheon meet- 
ings held monthly members exchange views 
and discuss their problems. Guest speakers 
are invited to express opinions palatable or 
otherwise in a controversial manner on 
current and future export interests, and 
leaders such as the Rt. Hon. Harold Wilson, 
President of the Board of Trade, Lord 
Hinchingbrooke, Lord Pakenham, in addi- 
tion to personalities of many nations, have 
graced our proceedings.

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Oklahoma City — From Open Prairie to 


Industrial and ‘Trade Center in Two Generations

ICTURE an open prairie bringing forth 

a city of more than 7,000 people in a 
single day! Raise this city to a population 

of 175,000 inhabitants within the next 40 
0 years and label it meat packer, food pro- 
cessor and distribution center. Sprinkle it 
with oil from wells in the shadow of its 
front door. Add industrial growth, war- 
time output, development of a world trade 
center, and finally a population of 285,000— 
all in the space of 59 years—and you have 
the unique story of Oklahoma City. 

Oklahoma City sprang spectacularly into 
existence on April 22, 1889. At noon on 
this Monday shots from cavalrymen’s rifles 
signaled the start of “The Run” that sent 
thousands of home-happy people into what 
was formerly Indian land to make farms 
and to build cities. This was Canaan—their 
Promised Land. 

Oklahoma was nourished by the land 
until its resources placed it on an industrial 
basis. Its capital city became a distribu- 
tion center. Industry moved in as the city’s 
central location and its distribution and 
transportation facilities beckoned new firms 
and factories. Six railroads were serving 
Oklahoma City as early as 1911. 

Its industries began with the processing 
of its basic resource, agriculture—meat- 
packing, grain and flour milling. Its live- 
stock market is now one of the ten most 
important in the United States. 

The city lacks only a few miles of being 
in the exact center of Oklahoma. It is 
only 260 miles south of the geographical 
center of the United States and practically 


sits on the mid-point between the two 
coasts between Norfolk, Va., and Los 
Angeles. 


In addition, Oklahoma City is 


situated in the center of a natural trade 
area referred to as the Great Eight-State 
Southwest. 

The natural boundaries which enclose 
this area have had a distinct influence on 
transportation and communication. These 
boundaries are the Missouri, Mississippi 
and Rio Grande Rivers, the Rocky Moun- 
tains and Gulf of Mexico. Oklahoma City 
has benefited materially from its advan- 
tageous central location since its distribu- 
tion radii protrude into all parts of this 
eight-state area. 

Crude oil is almost synonymous with the 
word “Oklahoma.” For 21 years, 1907-1928, 
the state led the nation in the production 
of this liquid gold. In the years during 
which it was relinquishing its production 
supremacy, Oil was discovered in its capital 
city. Wells were drilled and are still pro- 
ducng on the grounds of the Capitol itself. 

The oil industry — production, refining, 
and manufacture of by-products — is one 
of the important factors in the _ state’s 
economy. Important, also, is the manu- 
facture of oil field and refinery equipment 
that has pushed beyond state and national 
limits to supplying needs in the petroleum 
producing areas of the world. 

A wide variety of other industries flour- 
ish — from the manufacture of minute 
carburetor jets to the making of plastic 
furniture. Clothing, precision parts and 
hardware manufacturing followed in the 
wake of wartime output unheard of before 
1942. These and other products are already 
enjoying, or are probing for, foreign mar- 
kets.

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


Sisal Footwear—The examination of less 
than one package out of every 10, but not 
less than one package of every invoice of 
sisal footwear is now permitted by T. D. 
51955 published July 1, 1948. The footwear 
must be in packages the contents and 
values of which are uniform, or in pack- 
ages the contents of which are identical 
as to character although differing as to 
quantity and value per package. 

Lead—Public Law 725, signed by the 
President on June 19, 1948, provides that 
the import duties imposed under paragraph 
$91 and 392, Tariff Act of 1930, on lead- 
bearing ores, flue dust, and mattes of all 
kinds, lead bullion or base bullion, lead 
in pigs and bars, lead dross, reclaimed lead, 
scrap lead, antimonial lead, and antimonial 
scrap lead shall be suspended between June 
20, 1948 and the close of June 30, 1949. (See 
Bureau of Customs Section) 

Metal Serap—The suspension of import 
duties on scrap iron, scrap steel, and non- 
ferrous metal scrap is continued until the 
close of June 30, 1949, by Public Law No. 
613, signed by the President June 8, 1948. 
(See Bureau of Customs Section) 

Chili Peppers—The Foreign-Trade Zones 
Board announced on June 30, 1948, that it 
had issued Order 15 Sub. 1, effective June 
l7th, permitting importers to process Afri- 
can chili peppers in foreign-trade zones. 
Under this order importers may now bring 
African chili peppers into foreign-trade 
zones for the purpose of extracting oleo 
resin. capsicum used in table condiments. 
This action followed an appeal by the New 
York Foreign-Trade Zone Operators, Inc., 
against a ruling of the Bureau of Customs 
that the chili pepper operation amounted 
to manufacturing, which is prohibited in 
foreign-trade zones. The Order provides 
that if the resultant product’ is offered for 
import into the United States, a report by 
the Food and Drug Administration must 


have been previously filed with the Col- 
lector of Customs showing that samples of 
the chili peppers had been taken and the 
premises where the manipulation was per- 
formed had been inspected by that agency. 

Tuna—The SCAP (Supreme Commander 
for Allied Powers) Foreign Trade Division 
has announced that albacore tuna will be 
exported from Japan for the first time 
since the war. Export licenses will be 
granted for a total of about 3,000 tons 
over the period from June to August of 
this year. 

Standard Newsprint—Public Law No. 630, 
signed by the President June 12, 1948, ex- 
tends to July 1, 1949, the free entry of 
standard newsprint paper specified in para- 
graph 1772 (as amended by Public Law 315, 
approved August 1, 1947) of the Tariff Act 
of 1930. (See Bureau of Customs Section) 

Beverages—Public Law 612, effective June 
9, 1948, amends paragraph 813 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930 to read as follows: “Par. 813. 
Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
Act, the duties imposed on beverages in 
this schedule which are subject also to 
internal revenue taxes shall be imposed 
only on the quantities subject to such 
taxes.” The amendment is applicable to 
all such beverages entered for consumption 
or withdrawn from bonded warehouse on 
or after June 9, 1948, or as to any such 
beverages previously withdrawn where the 
liquidation of the entry or withdrawal, the 
exaction, or the decision as to dutiable 
guantity has not become final. 

Nitrogenous Fertilizers — The Interna- 
tional Emergency Food Committee of the 
Food and Agriculture Organization of the 
United Nations has forwarded to partici- 
pating governments recommendations for 
the distribution during the year beginning 
July 1, 1948 of 2,233,283 metric tons of 
nitrogen for fertilizer. The total allocation 
to the United States for the period July 
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IMPORT ACTIVITIES—Continued 


1, 1948 to June 30, 1949, is 765,635 metric 
tons. The proposal is that 180,535 tons of 
this total be imported, with Canada fur- 
nishing 79,535 tons; Chile, 96,000 tons; and 
Norway, 5,000 tons. 

Almonds—The United States Tariff Com- 
mission has given public notice that it has 
received an application from the California 
Almond Growers Exchange for an investi- 
gation under the provisions of Section 336 
of the Tariff Act of 1930. The purpose of 
this application is for an increase in the 
rate of duty on shelled almonds, and on 
almonds that have been blanched, roasted, 


or otherwise prepared or preserved. The 
Commission has not yet indicated whether 
or not it will accept the application. 

Limestone—Public Law 750, signed by 
the President June 24, 1948, amends para- 
graph 1685, Tariff Act of 1930, to provide 
for the free entry of crude, crushed, or 
broken limestone when imported to be 
used in the manufacture of fertilizer. The 
Bureau of Customs will now release such 
limestone without the deposit of duty under 
the conditions prescribed in Section 10.84, 
Customs Regulations of 1943. (See Bureau 
of Customs Section) 


GENERAI, DEVELOPMENTS 


Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1948— 


On June 26, 1948, the President signed 
the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 
1948. This Act extends from June 12, 1948 


to June 30, 1949, the authority of the Presi- 


dent to enter into reciprocal trade agree- 
ments; and makes important changes in 
the procedure for negotiating such agree- 


ments. In general, the Act requires that 
before entering into negotiations, the Presi- 
dent must send to the United States Tariff 
Commission a list of all imported articles 
which may be considered for possible modi- 
fication of duty. The Tariff Commission 
must make an investigation, hold public 
hearings, and within 120 days report to the 
President, with respect to each article, the 
limits within which such modification may 
be made without causing or threatening to 
cause serious injury to the domestic in- 
dustry producing like or similar articles. 
(See State Dept. Section) 

Argentina — Cable information to United 
States banks from Argentina dated June 
23, 1948, indicate that the Banco Central 
of Argentina issued a number of circulars 
that day, one of which establishes a new 
buying rate of 5 pesos to the United States 
dollar. The cables state that this particular 
rate for the peso is to be used in buying 
certain Argentine manufactured goods only, 
in order to develop and increase their ex- 
ports. The cable to one bank here adds 
that Argentine exporters will have to jus- 
tify to the Banco Central their right to 
sell with the use of this rate. 

Up to the present time, there is no more 
definite information as to just how this 


new rate can be made available to United 
States importers. There is no information 
either about the particular Argentine 


manufactured items that can be purchased 
with this peso. T. D. 51914, which was re- 
cently issued, contains instructions to col- 
lectors regarding the conversion of several 
types of pesos for customs purposes. It is 
believed that T. D. 51914 will cover the 


new peso, if the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York certifies it to the Treasury De- 
partment, in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 522, Tariff Act of 1930. 


Germany — On June 20, 1948, the three 


powers occupying Western Germany—the 
United States, the United Kingdom, and 
France—put in circulation in all of these 


three zones a new mark, called the Deutsche 
mark. This new mark has replaced the 
old Reichmark, which had been in use in 
Germany since 1923, and which was made 
invalid after June 21st. Up to the present 
time, the exchange rate of the new Deutsche 
mark in international transactions is not 
known, and the occupying powers have not 
yet given any indications of what this rate 


will be. The new mark is not backed by 
gold, but by the productive capacity of 
Western Germany and the European Re- 
covery Plan. 

Foreign-Trade Zones — FT oreign-Trade 
Zone No. 3 was officlally opened in San 


Francisco on June 10, 1948, the date agreed 
upon by the Board of State Harbor Com- 
missioners at the time the charter for 
this zone was issued to them last March. 
Free Time and Demurrage On New York 
Piers—On July 7, 1948, the Maritime Com- 
mission will hold a public hearing for oral 
argument on the exceptions filed to the 
recommendations made by the Examiner to 


the Commission, following the hearings 
held in New York last fall on Docket 659, 
on Free Time and Demurrage in the port 
of New York. The oral argument will be 
held before the Commission in Room 4821, 
Department of Commerce Building, Wash- 


ington, D. C. 

Trade Marks—On July 2,

CONVERSION OF ARGENTINE PESOS 


Reference is made to T.D. 51914, relating 
to the conversion of Argentine pesos for 
the purpose of assessing duty on mer- 
chandise imported into the United States 
from Argentina. : 

Published information from Argentina 
dated June 23, 1948, indicates that on that 
date the Banco Central of Argentina issued 
Circular No. 989 establishing a new special 
rate of 5 pesos to the United States dollar 
for the purpose of fostering and develop- 
ing the exportation from Argentina of cer- 
tain manufactured goods, whose sale abroad 
has been difficult. The Banco Central will 
indicate to Argentine exporters the par- 
ticular manufactured goods that may be 
sold for export with the use of special rate. 

As a result of this development, the Bu- 
reau of Customs instructed collectors of 
customs to withhold appraisement and sus- 
pend liquidation of all merchandise ex- 
ported to the United States from Argentina 
after June 22, 1948. The instructions are 
contained in the following circular letter 
dated July 138, 1948: 

“The Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
has advised the Department, by letter dated 
July 8, 1948, that since June 22, 1948, the 
Bank has temporarily omitted the daily 
certifications to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury of rates of exchange for the Argentine 
peso; that this action was taken because of 
published information which indicated that 





the Argentine Government had on June 23, 
1948, initiated certain new exchange regu- 
lations; that, in view of information ob- 
tained regarding the new exchange regula- 
tions, the Bank intends to certify three 
rates for the Argentine peso, commencing 
July 15, 1948; that the first rate which will 
correspond to the rate previously desig- 
nated as ‘Official’ will be indicated as ‘for 
“regular” products’; that the second rate, 
which previously had been undesignated, 
will be indicated as ‘for “non-regular” prod- 
ucts’, and that the new rate (which, it is 
anticipated, will be lower than either of 
the other two rates, i.e., will show a lower 
amount of United States money as equiva- 
lent to the peso) will be indicated as ‘for 
certain industrial products.’ 

“Pending the determination of the proper 
use for customs purposes of the three rates 
to be certified by the Federal Reserve Bank, 
auppraisement shall be withheld and liquid- 
ation shall be suspended as to all mer- 
chandise exported to the United States 
from Argentina after June 22, 1948. 

“Since it appears that the third rate to 
be certified by the Bank will be lower than 
either of the other two rates that have 
been or will be certified by the Bank, de- 
posit of estimated duties shall be ecal- 


culated on the basis of the rate that would 
have been used under the instructions in 
T.D. 51914 for the deposit of estimated du- 
ties on merchandise exported June 22, 1948,”

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COLOMBIAN EXCHANGE & 
FOREIGN TRADE 
REGULATIONS 


On June 10, 1948, the Colombian Govern- 
ment issued new foreign exchange regula- 
tions, effective immediately, of direct in- 
terest to United States exporters. Decree 
1952 of that date establishes taxes on busi- 
ness transactions affecting the foreign ex- 
change reserves of the country in addition 
to continuing a stamp tax of 4 per cent 
which had previously been in effect. It is 
understood that a revision of import du- 
ties is under consideration and that at 
such time as new duties are promulgated, 
these taxes will be cancelled. 


TAX EXEMPTIONS ON NEW 
ENTERPRISES IN 
PUERTO RICO 


A bill authorizing for certain new en- 
terprises full exemption from income and 
property taxes until June 30, 1959, and 
partial exemption until June 30, 1962, has 
been signed by the Governor of Puerto 
Rico.

ECONOMIC COOPERATION 
ADMINISTRATION 


Commodities and foodstuffs authorized 
since distribution of the previous bulletin 
have brought the total authorizations to 
$393,737,029 as of June 15. Of this amount 
more than one-quarter ($117,500,000) has 
been allocated to buy wheat and flour for 
the sixteen participating countries. Ocean 
freight has been the second largest ex- 
penditure with $60,000,000 and cotton and 
coal follow in order with $55,400,000 and 
$55,300,000, respectively. 

Offshore purchases comprise nearly 30 
per cent of the total authorizations with 
Canada being the main source of supply 
with approximately $61,000,000. Siam is 
the next largest offshore supplier with 
shipments of rice and other foodstuffs 
valued at over $7,000,000.

POSSIBLE REIMPOSITION OF 
IMPORT CONTROLS BY 
SOUTH AFRICA 


The reimposition of import controls by 
the Union of South Africa on goods from 
hard currency sources is being seriously 
considered, with most observers expecting 
some action along these lines in the com- 
paratively near future, according to an air- 
gram of June 16th from the American 
Legation in Pretoria reported by the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

Although indications are that imports 
from hard currency sources will be made 
subject to licensing requirements, it is be- 
lieved that under the proposed trade con- 
trol system, licenses will be freely granted 
for essential raw materials, machinery and 
other capital goods, and essential consumer 
goods. It is also considered likely that a 
grace period will be allowed for bona fide 
orders, previously placed and confirmed, 
which are shipped within a _ stipulated 
period. Such orders, however, may e 
carefully examined before exchange is 
granted. 

Within the Union there seems to be con- 
siderable opposition to the reimposition of 
import controls and it has been hoped that 
alternative measures adopted would be 
sufficient to protect the foreign exchange 
position of the Union pending a slacken- 
ing in the rate of imports from hard cur- 
rency countries. It is now thought that 
further reliance cannot be placed on these 
measures and that an import control sys- 
tem will be necessary. 


CLAIMS AGAINST ALIEN 
PROPERTY—PHILIPPINES 


August 9, 1948 has been fixed as the date 
after which claims cannot be filed against 
a number of corporations and individuals 
whose property is under the control of the 
Philippine Alien Property Custodian. 

The names of the companies, which in- 
clude among others the Yokohama Specie 
Bank, and the Bank of Taiwan, are set 
forth in the July 9th issue of the FED- 
ERAL REGISTER, page 3822.

DOUBLE TAXATION RELIEF 
AND THE ERP 


A survey entitled “Double Taxation Re. 
lief and the European Recovery Program” 
has been prepared by Mitchell B. Carroll, 
Special Counsel, Tax Committee, National 
Foreign Trade Council. NFTC has _ sub- 
mitted the survey to the Economic Coop- 
eration Administration and other adminis- 
trative agencies in Washington, pointing 
out the need for reducing tax barriers as 
well as other barriers envisaged in the 
bilateral agreements to implement the re- 
covery program. 


TEXTILE SHIPMENTS TO 
CUBA 


The Cuban Ministry of Commerce thru 
the issuance of Resolution 530 promulgated 
in the Gaceta Oficial on July 10 has estab- 
lished import controls over textile imports 
on Cuban tariff items 112 thru 150, exclud- 
ing jute bags and cloth, and cotton bags 
for packing agricultural products. No quan- 
titative restrictions have been established 
but “non-habitual” importers are excluded 
from the import trade. “Habitual” import- 
ers must register in the textile-manufac- 
turers-and-importers registry. They must 
apply for import permits to the Import- 
Export Division of the Ministry of Com- 
merce, attaching five samples of goods, 
each ten centimeters square, giving the 
name and address of the “habitual ex- 
porter,” a registry number in registry of 
exporters in the Cuban consulate of port 
of export, and a certificate of the Cuban 
consulate verifying the current export mar- 
ket price. An approved copy of the per- 
mit and the sample will be transmitted to 
the Cuban consulate concerned. Shipments 
of textiles leaving ports of export on or 


before July 10, provided consular docu- 
ments are already certified, are excluded 
from these regulations. 

The Council is following this subject 


closely and will formally protest any reg- 
ulations that constitute a_ violation of 
Cuban commitments to the United States 
under the reciprocal trade agreement with 
this country. It is also understood that 
the United States Embassy at Havana is 
making a close study of this subject. 
The fact that this regulation is effective 
immediately will constitute a distinct in- 
convenience to many shippers and may re- 
sult in the accumulation of stocks of such 
merchandise at ports and elsewhere. More- 
over, any future embargo or restrictive 
quota system would have an adverse ef- 
fect on the United States textile industry 
Since in 1947 Cuba was the seventh largest 
market for United States textile shippers. 
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issouri Pacific Lines reports that up to

BLAISDELL TO SUCCEED DAVID BRUCE 


President Truman nominated Thomas C. Blaisdell, Jr., of Washington to be Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce. Blaisdell is now director of the Office of International Trade in the Commerce Department. 

Blaisdell replaces David Bruce, who resigned recently to become chief of the European recovery 
mission to France, with headquarters in Paris. 

Blaisdell entered the Government in 1933 as assistant director of the Consumers’ Council of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administration. Prior to that he was a teacher of economics at Columbia University 
in New York. 


HOW TO DO BUSINESS WITH THE E. C. A. 


This statement is issued jointly by the Economic Cooperation Administration and the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce, in response to many requests from businessmen as to how they can be sure their 
products will be considered for shipment to Europe under the European Recovery ‘Program. 

American exporters will continue to do business in the same way as in the past. All arrangements 
for the soliciting of orders, the requesting of export and import licenses and exchange permits, the ship- 
ping and storing of goods, and the payment fcr individual shipments will be initiated and carried through 
by the private exporter in the United States and the importer in Europe. 

Only certain bulk food products that are in short world supply, such as grains, rice, flour, fats and 
oils, and a small volume of relief supplies. such as drugs, have largely been bought on an interim basis by 
the U. S. Government and shipped direct to European governments. These food commodities were 
bought and shipped by the Commodity Credit Corporaticn of the Department of Agricuture. Some of the 
surplus agricultural products acquired by the CCC under its price support program will also be made 
available for purchase by the ERP governments with ECA funds. The relief supplies were bought and 
shipped by the Bureau of Federal supply. 

The area in which government procurement applies is subject to continual review with the purpose 
of restricting as far as possible commodities obtained through government chznnels. 

Exporters who have established business contacts with agents and distributors in Europe should 
continue to solicit business as they have normally done in the past. The European importer will consult 
with his government regarding the need for a particular product as part of the recovery program. The 
European governments will—in consultation with U. S. Government agencies—program the requirements 
to be paid for with ECA funds. (When the European gevernments have reached an agreement with the 
United States as to the requirements which are to be financed by these funds, public announcement 
of the list of goods will be made.) The European importer will obtain permission from his government 
to pay for his goods with dollars that are set aside for ERP purchases. A permit system will be set up 
so that the Economic Cooperation Administration in the United States and the European governments 
will be enabled to keep account of the funds that are spent. The mechanics of this system are now be- 
ing worked out. Whatever system of accounting and disbursement is devised, the European importer— 
rot the United States exporter—will initiate the first action in requesting permission to use ECA dollars 
to pay for a shipment. 

When the United States exporter receives an order from an importer in an ERP country, he will 
apply to the Office of International Trade, Department of Commerce, for an export license—if an export 


license is needed for the goods ordered. Neither the ECA nor any other agency of the government 
will guarantee the granting of an export license simply because an importer in an ERP country has 
received permission from his government to pay for a shipment with dollars. In granting export li- 


censes for shipments to these countries, the OIT will follow its normal procedures. 

The ECA is concerned primarily with providing financing to the ERP countries, with determining— 
in consultation with those countries—how the funds shall be used, and with keeping account of the 
funds used. It will not decide which exporters are to do business with Europe. And it will not decide 
which brands or makes of a particular product will be paid for with ECA money. These decisions 
will be made by the European importer who buys the goods he considers the best for his money. 

Many people have gathered the impression that the ERP is another Lend-Lease arrangement. They 
remember that under Lend-Lease the Treasury Procurement Divisicn (now the Bureau of Federal Supply) 
mailed requests for bids to suppliers in the United States, and that after delivery was made to the 
U. S. Government, the: private businessman had nothing to do with the shipment of the goods. The ERP 
legislation is based on the belief that the use and strengthening of private channels of trade is an im- 
portant part of economic recovery, not only fcr Europe, but for the rest of the world.

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UNITED STATES CUSTOMS COURTS

CLASSIFICATION DECISIONS—U. S. CUSTOMS COURT 


DATE OF RELEASE FROM CUSTOMS CUSTODY 
—The date of release from customs custody is of 
great significance to importers. It may determine 
the rate of duty due upon the importation, and long 
after merchandise has _ been imported and sold, 
and profits spent, additional duties may be im- 
posed which may make the transaction a losing 
one, as the result of obligations determined by the 
date of release from customs custody. It may in 
other ways also affect the importer’s privileges. 
For example, if imported merchandise fails to 
conform to the sample or specifications of the 
order, it may be exported with benefit of draw- 
back of duties: but the goods must first be Te- 
turned to customs custody within 30 days after its 
release from customs custody. 

There has been considerable controversy over 
the determination of the date of release from cus- 
toms custody, and the application of that date to 
specific situations. The definition evolved by the 
courts is that merchandise is released from cus- 
toms custody when duty has been paid and a per- 
mit for its delivery issued, and nothing remains 
to be done by the customs officials. That date is 
the date of release from customs custody, even 
though the delivery permit has not been lodged 
with the inspector or storekeeper, or the merchan- 
dise has not been physically withdrawn from ware- 
house. (Parfums Corday, Inc. v. United States, 
8 Cust. Ct. 161, C. D. 597.) Several recent cases 
involve the application of the date of release from 
customs custody. 

A) TOBACCO—In 1942 stemmed filler tobacco 
was imported from Cuba. Par. 601 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, as modified by the Cuban Trade Agree- 
ments, T. Ds. 47232, 50050 and 50541, provided that 
the rate of duty was 40¢ per pound. However, un- 
der the last cited Cuban Trade Agreement, provision 
was made that the rate of duty should be 20¢ per 
pound on a maximum quota of 22 million pounds 
imported from Cuba during any calendar year after 
the exhaustion of the quota, the rate reverted back 
to 40¢ per pound. The tobacco was imported on 
June 26, 1942, and was entered for warehouse. 
On September 15, 1942, the importer filed with the 
collector a warehouse withdrawal covering the to- 

cco. On September 21, 1942, the Commissioner 
of Customs advised the collectors that during the 
Period from September 24 to December 31, 1942, 
estimated duties at 40¢ per pound should be de- 


posited on all entries or withdrawls of Cuban 
filler tobacco, pending determination as to whether 
the particular entries came within the quota limi- 
tations. On September 24, 1942, at noon, the 1942 
quota for Cuban filler tobacco was exhausted, al- 
though this fact was not determined until 1943. On 
September 26, 1942, the importer paid duty on the 
tobacco in question at the rate of 20¢ per pound, 
and was issued a delivery permit. Shortly there- 
after the collector demanded an additional amount 
of duties to equal the 40¢ nonquota rate. e im- 
porter actually withdrew the tobacco from ware- 
house on March 13, 1943. In the interim the im- 
porter had requested that the warehouse with- 
drawal be cancelled, or alternatively, that he be 
permitted to withdraw his tobacco under the quota 
for 1943. This request was denied by the collector 
and the Commissioner of Customs. The importer 
protested the reliquidation of the tobacco at the 
nonquota rate of 40¢ per pound. 

The Court decided that September 26, 1942, when 
duty was paid and the delivery permit issued, was 
the date the goods were withdrawn from ware- 
house, and was the date of release from customs 
custody, holding that if an importer allows his 
goods to remain in warehouse after receiving a 
permit for delivery from the collector, the duti- 
able status of the merchandise is not altered by 
such action. The Court therefore ruled that the 
tobacco was dutiable at 40¢ per pound. (Waitt & 
Bond, Inc. v. United States. Prot. 116232-K, de- 
cided June 4, 1948. Opinion by Judge Ekwall.) 

B) RUM—tThe importance of the doctrine of the 
date of release from customs custody is illustrated 
further by another recent case. Cuban bottled rum 
was entered for consumption in Seattle on Febru- 
ary 8, 1944, and on that date duty was paid at 
$2 per gallon, and internal revenue tax was paid 
at $6 per gallon. Delivery permit was issued on 
that date, with the notation that strip stamps 
were required to be affixed to the bottles under 
customs supervision in a bonded warehouse before 
release. The rum was delivered to the warehouse, 
but was placed in the free rather than the bonded 
portion. On April 1, 1944 the rate of internal 
revenue tax was increased to $9 per gallon. Cus- 
toms examination and appraisement took place 
prior to April 1, 1944. The strip stamps were 
affixed after April 1, and the goods remained in 
warehouse until May 27, 1944, when they were 
removed by the importer. The collector assessed 
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internal revenue tax on the rum at the $9 per 
gallon rate, and the importer protested. The 
internal revenue law and regulaticns require that 
if distilled spirits in containers are imported with- 
out having any strip stamps attached, they may not 
be released from customs custody until strip 
stamps are affixed, under the supervision of a 
customs officer in a customs bonded warehouse. 

The Court stated the dcctrine that “so long as 
goods remain in the custody and control of the 
officers of the customs they are to be regarded as 
in customs custody so as to be affected by any 
new legislation in relation to the duties that the 
legislative body may see fit to adopt. In order 
to constitute such withdrawal from the custody 
of the customs and introduction into the body of 
commerce payment of duties and due delivery and 
receipt by the importer of an unconditional permit 
of delivery were held necessary.” It is obvious 
that the permit issued on February 8, 1944 was 
conditioned upon strip stamping the bottles. Until 
this was done, the goods remained in customs cus- 
tody. Inasmuch as the condition was not fulfilled 
until after the new tax rate became effective, the 
date of release from customs custody was sub- 
sequent to the increase in the rate of tax. The 
importer’s protest was therefore denied. (Wash- 
ington State Liquor Control Board v. United States. 
Prot. 123318-K, decided May 6, 1948. Opinion by 
Judge Ekwall.) 

C) STOCKFISH, FOOD AND DRUG—A third 
variation of the same theme occurred in another 
recent case. Stockfish was impcrted at Seattle 
from Japan, and was entered for consumption. 
Samples were examined and passed by the Fed- 
eral Security Agency under the authority of the 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. That Act au- 
thorizes the denial of admission of certain im- 
ported products which do not comply with its stand- 
ards, and authorizes the delivery of the shipment 
to the consignee pending examination, subject to 
recall if found to be violative of the statute. Re- 
jected products may be destroyed, or exported under 
custcms regulations. The Federal Security Agency 
on November 15, 1940 released the shipment, ani 
thereupon it was released from customs custody 
and shipped to Chicago by the importer. In Jan- 
uary 1941 the importer returned a quantity of the 
stockfish to Seattle, where it was now found by 
the Agency to be decomposed. The collector re- 
fused the importer’s request for customs super- 
vision of the exportation of the fish. The Fed- 
eral Security Agency attempted to seize the mer- 
chandise, but before it could do so, the stockfish 
was exported to Canada. The plaintiff claimed 
that the duty paid upon the importation should be 
refunded under the provisions of Section 558(a) (2) 
of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, which pro- 
vides that no refund of duty shall be allowed 
because of the exportation or destruction of any 
merchandise after its release frorm the custody of 
the Government, except when prohibited articles 
have been entered in good faith and are subse- 
quently exported or destroyed pursuant to law and

tcr’s refusal to refund the duties, claiming that 
the merchandise was entered in good faith, that 
it was a prohibited article in that it was unfit 
for human consumption, and that it was sub- 
sequently exported. 

The Court found that the stockfish was not pro- 
hibited merchandise at the time of its release from 
customs custody, and therefore overruled the im- 
porter’s protest. Here the importer’s privilege to 
export his merchandise with benefit of a refund 
of duty was dependent upon the condition of the 
fish on the date of its release from customs cus- 
tcdy. At that time the fish had been passed, and 
relea-ed unconditionally. A subsequent deteriora- 
tion in the quality of the stockfish could not be 


referred back to the time the fish was released 
from custcms custody. (Nozaki Bros. v. United 
State:. Prot. 69663-K, decided June 16, 1948. 
Opinion by Judge Ekwall.)

MAHOGANY BOARDS, SAWED, PLANED ON 
ONE EDGE. Plaintiff imported lumber which 
consisted of mahogany which had been sawed into 
boards and then planed on one edge. The lumber 
was classified as ‘“‘mahogany, in the form of sawed 
boards, planks, deals, and all cther forms not fur- 
ther manufactured than sawed, and flooring”, 
under Par. 404 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as modi- 
fied by the Mexican Trade Agreement, T. D. 50797, 
and duty was assessed at 744%. The plaintiff es- 
tablished that the imported lumber was not dedi- 
eated to any particular use, and was not flooring. 
The Court upheld the importer’s protest, holding 
that the condition of the lumber upon importa- 
tion supported the claim for free entry under Par. 
1803 as “sawed lumber * * * not further manu- 
factured than planed * * * all the foregoing not 


specially provided for.’’ The assessment of in- 
ternal revenue tax, at $1.50 per thousand feet 
board measure under the provisions of Section 
3424 of the Internal Revenue Code was‘ not pro- 
tested. (Thompson Mahogany Co. v. United States, 
Prote t 120502-K, decided July 12, 1948. Opinion 
by Judge Mollison.)

NOTICE OF APPRAISEMENT. In order that 


importers may have an opportunity for their day 
in court on questions of value, Section 501(a) of 
the Tariff Act of 1930 provides that ‘‘The collector 
shall give written notice of appraisement to the 
consignee, * * * if (1) the appraised value is 
higher than the entered value, or (2) a change in 
the classification of the merchandise results from 
the appraiser’s determinaticn of value.’”’” The im- 
Pporter’s right to this notice of appraisement was 
reaffirmed in a recent case. Scotch type whiskey 
was imported from the Virgin Islands and was 
entered at $7.75 per proof gallon, free of duty, as 
a manufacture of the Virgin Islands containing 
foreign materials valued at less than 20% of the 
tctal value (U. S. Code, Title 48, Sec. 1394).

ABSTRACTS OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS

CLASSIFICATION 

Country of exportation.—Goods purchased in England were purchased by a Mexican 
firm and while en route from England to Mexico via New York were sold to an American 
importer. The goods were diverted at New York and there entered for customs clearance. 
As the merchandise was never within the jurisdiction of Mexico, England is the country 
of exportation. In those cases where the transaction was consummated in the same 
manner except that the merchandise did reach Mexico and was then transshipped to the 
United States, Mexico would be the country of exportation if there was a contingency 
of diversion for consumption in Mexico. Bureau letter to customs appraiser, New York,

GERMANY—MOST FAVORED NATION TREATMENT 


The Joint Export, Import Agency recently announced that the United States has ex- 
tended “most-favored nation” treatment to goods manufactured in the Bizonal Area, 
marking what is expected to be a sharp increase in the flow of trade between Germany 
and the USA. 

The United States Tariff Commission has advised the Agency that tariff barriers 
to the import of German-made commodities have been lowered, opening up the prospect 
for substantial increase in the sale of Bizonal export production in the huge trading 
area of United States markets. 

This policy change, which became effective recently, will enable Bizonal export 
manufacturers to enjoy the advantages of reduced tariff rates proclaimed by President 
Truman pursuant to the Trade Agreements Act of June 12, 1934, as amended. Before 
the war, Germany was not given favored treatment in the import of German-made goods, 
thus sealing off the American market. 


FREE ENTRY OF CERTAIN ARTICLES IMPORTED TO 
PROMOTE INTERNATIONAL GOOD WILL 


Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That any articles, including approximately forty-eight railroad 
cars and incidental equipment, certified by the Secretary of State as being donated in 
promotion of international good will by the people or Government of the Republic of 
France for sale for charitable purposes in the United States or for presentation, in the 
case of the railroad equipment to noncommercial organizations in the U.S. may be entered, 
or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption free of customs duties, fees, or charges, 
internal-revenue taxes, and marking or other import requirei.ents or restrictions. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall be effective as to articles entered, or withdrawn from ware- 
house, for consumption on or after the date of its enactment and prior to the close of 
December 31, 1948. (Public Law 769—S0th Congress). Approved June 25, 1948.

IMPORTATION OF CANADIAN WHISKEY—CERTIFICATE OF 
ORIGIN 


There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication from 
the Deputy Commissioner, Bureau of Internal Revenue, dated June 11, 1948, relating to 
the certificate of origin for Canadian w hisky, which is self-explanatory: 

“Regulations No. 5, Relating to Labeling and Advertising of Distilled Spirits, define 
Canadian Whisky as a distinctive product of Canada, manufactured in Canada in com- 
pliance with the laws of that country regulating the manufacture of whisky for home 
consumption, and containing no distilled spirits less than two years old. Age, in the 
case of whisky other than that of American type, is defined as the period during which, 
after distillation and before bottling, distilled spirits have been kept in oak containe rs. 

It has recently come to the Bureau's attention that Canadian law, while requiring the 
aging of whisky for at least two years before it may be released for consumption in that 
country, does not specify the type of container to be used, so that it is possible for Cana- 
dian Whisky to meet Canadian requirements if stored in containers made from any ma- 
terial. It has been reported to this office that at least one Canadian company is now 
making whisky which it is aging, or which it contemplates aging, in large containers of 
metal construction. 

In order to remove any possibility of confusion as to what the term ‘Canadian 
Whisky’ means when used in certificates of origin, it is deemed advisable to require that 
these certificates state on their face the relevant portions of the American standard of 
identity for this whisky not included elsewhere in the certificate. This will clarify the 
present situation by indicating that the statement that the product is ‘Canadian Whisky’ 
means that it conforms to the requirements of the American standard, including that 
with respect to age Accordingly, there is enclosed a copy of a Certificate of Origin of 
Canadian Whisky, which it is understood is currently in use and which has been amended 
by adding, to C ertification No. 1, a statement that the product has been kept in oak con- 
tainers for not less than two years. In accordance with the provisions of Article IV, 
Section 46, Regulations No. 5, issued under the Federal Alcohol Administration Act, it is 
requested that the appropriate Customs officials be instructed to withhold the release 
from Customs custody of Canadian Whisky arriving after August 15, 1948, unless the 
invoice is accompanied by a Certificate of Origin embodying the indicated revision of 
Certification No. 1. 

CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN 
a of the City of Vancouver, in the Province of British Columbia, 
Chief Excise Officer, do hereby certify: 

(a) That I am the Officer in charge of the Excise Branch, Department of National 
Revenue, in connection with the business of United Distillers Limited, Distillers in the 
Province of British Columbia. 

(b) That on the day of 19 , the said United Distillers Limited, despatched to 

via the port of whisky marked: 
said whisky being the products of the distillery of the said United Distillers Limited, 
situated at the said City of Vancouver, and was bottled by them thereat under Excise 
supervision. 

(ce) That I have referred to the books in the Excise Office for the particulars of the 
above shipment, and have carefully compared with my books the Excise marks upon the 
Said cases as herein described, and I find the same to be true and correct. 

I further certify: 

1. That the particular distilled spirits herein described is Canadian whisky in that 
it is a distinctive product of Canada and has been kept in oak containers for a period 
of at least two years. 

2. That the distilled spirits have been manufactured in compliance with the laws of 
the Canadian Government regulating the manufacture of whisky for home consumption. 

3. That the product conforms to the requirements of the Excise Act of the Canadian 
Government for spirits intended for home consumption. Consular Invoice No. Car 
No. Shipping marks:” (C/L-2612)

CRITICAL SURPLUS ITEMS IMPORTABLE 


The importation of certain items of surplus property sold abroad needed for the 
U. S. economy has been authorized until December 31, 1948, it was announced today by 
Fred W. Ramsey, Foreign Liquidation Commissioner. Exceptions to the general pro- 
hibition against importation are in force until December 31 for motorized road graders, 
crawler-type tractors, crawler or walker mounted power excavators of 1% cubic yards 
or greater bucket or dipper capacity, with repair parts for each, steel mill products (car- 
bon steel), steel containers, compressed gas cylinders, telephone and telegraph equip- 
ment, burlap bags and strips, trucks, 4 tons and up, with six wheel drive. .With the ex- 
ception of the specified power excavators, all of these items have been excepted from 
the prohibition under an earlier order which expires October 31, 1948. John R. Steelman, 
Assistant to the President, has made a finding that these items are in critically short 
supply and urgently needed for reconversion in the United States and has requested that 
these items be exempted from the importation, prohibition if placed in transit to a point 
in the United States on or before December 31, 1948. In accordance with this request 
the Secretary of State has approved the issuance of a revision of FLC Order 6 to become 
effective upon publication in the Federal Register. The list of exempted items will con- 
tinue to be subject to such revisions as the Office of the President deems beneficial to 
the domestic economy. 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—LIQUIDATED DAMAGES 
FOR FAILURE TO REDELIVER IMPORTED ARTICLES 
Page 1288 NOT PROPERLY MARKED 


Section 11.11, Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR, Cum. Supp., 11.11), is hereby 
amended by deleting the parenthetical matter at the end of paragraph (d) and by adding 
anew paragraph (e), reading as follows: 

(e) If a written application for relief is timely filed, such application, together with 
a full report of the facts, shall be transmitted to the Bureau for decision, except that 
in cases involving only marking under section 304 of the tariff act, as amended, if the full 
amount of liquidated damages incurred for failure to redeliver does not exceed $1,500 
collectors of customs are hereby authorized to cancel the liability incurred without the 
collection of liquidated damages, provided the marking duty due under that section of 
the tariff act has been deposited, and the collector is satisfied that the importer was 
not guilty of negligence or bad faith in vermitting the not-properly-marked articles 
to be distributed, has been diligent in attempting to secure compliance with the marking 
requirements, and has attempted by all reasonable means to effect redelivery. (Sec. 3, 52 
Stat. 1077, sec. 30, 52 Stat. 1089, sec. 624, 46 Stat. 759; 19 U.S.C. 1304, 1623, 1624.) (T.D. 51957)

AFRICAN CHILI PEPPERS—FOREIGN TRADE ZONE 


An order permitting importers to process African chili peppers in foreign-trade zones 
has been issued by the Foreign Trade Zones Board, the Department of Commerce an- 
nounced through its Office of International Trade. 

Under the Board’s Order, importers may now bring African chili peppers into foreign 
trade zones without posting bonds or paying customs duties, for the purpose of extract- 
ing oleo resin capsicum, used in table condiments. Foreign trade zones are located in 
New York City, New Orleans, and San Francisco. 

In the matter of an appeal from Acting Commissioner of Customs’ ruling denying 
application of New York Foreign Trade Zone Operators, Inc., for permission to manipu- 
late imported African Chili peppers by extracting therefrom oleo resin capsicum. (Docket 
No. 7) 

Pursuant to the authority contained in the Foreign-Trade Zones Act of June 18, 
1934 (48 Stat. 998-1003; 19 USC 8la-81lu), the Foreign-Trade Zones Board has adopted the 
following Order which is promulgated for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

New York Foreign Trade Zone Operators, Inc., duly filed with this Board on Novem- 
ber 8, 1947, its appeal from a ruling of the Acting Commissioner of Customs denying an 
application for permission to conduct the following operation in the New York foreign- 
trade zone under Section 3 of the above-cited Act-° 

Docket No. 7—Extracting Oleo Capsicum from Imported African Chili Peppers. 

Accordingly, after full consideration, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

1. The action of the Acting Commissioner of Customs in denying the application for 
permission to conduct the operation set forth above as involved in Docket No. 7 is over- 
ruled and this operation is hereby approved. 

2. Whenever the product (oleo resin capsicum) of this manipulation is to be offered 
for importation into the United States there must have been filed with the Collector of 
Customs a report by the Food and Drug Administration of the Federal Security Agency 
certifying that samples of the chili peppers had been taken and the samples and the 
premises where the manipulation was performed met the requirements of that Agency. 

3. The Executive Secretary is directed to notify the Appellant, the Acting Commis- 
missioner of Customs, and other interested parties of the action above taken. 

4. This Order and all subsequent orders involving manipulations within the meaning 
of Section 3, supra, will be designated by consecutive sub numbers under Order No. 15. 
This Order is effective June 17, 1948. (Order No. 15 Sub 1) 





Plans to apply for the establishment of two new foreign trade zones on the West 
Coast, and one in Texas, are revealed in the Annual Report to Congress of the Foreign- 
Trade Zones Board, the Department of Commerce announced. 

On the West Const, the Los Angeles Harbor Board and officials of the Port of Seattle 
are expected soon to submit applications for foreign-trade zones. An application from 
San Francisco was approved by the Foreign Trade Zones Board on March 10, 1948. This 
zone was opened on June 10. 

In Texas, the establishment of a foreign-trade zone by a private warehousing firm 
in San Antonio was recently authorized by the Texas Legislature. This legislative au- 
thorization is required by the Celler Act as a step preliminary to the filing of an applica- 
tion by a private corporation, for a charter to establish a foreign-trade zone. 


EXAMINATION OF APPLICANTS FOR CUSTOMHOUSE 
BROKERS’ LICENSES 


Reference is made to C.I.E. 27/47 (Bureau No. 346.1, 12/17/46), in which there is 
quoted the Bureau's ruling that a person transacting business in connection with biils of 
sale, transfers of title, changes of name, changes of home port, and the entrance and 
clearance of vessels, is not required to hold a license as a customhouse broker, nor be 
enrolled as an attorney or agent before the Treasury Department. 

The Committee on Practice of the Treasury Department has informed the Bureau 
that, in view of the above-mentioned ruling, it has decided that applicants for custom- 
house brokers’ licenses should not be examined regarding marine transactions. Therefore, 
the subcommittee of examiners in your district shall be informed that, effective imme- 
diately, questions on that subject shall be eliminated from the examination given 
applicants for licenses in your district. (C.L. 2610)

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the duties paid on mer. 
chandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in the custody or control of customs 
officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within a period of three years, and in the case 
of grain for ten months. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or 
produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; 
flavoring extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the use of 
domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or pro- 
duced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 
excise tax has been paid.

CONVERSION OF CURRENCY—ARGENTINE PESO 


Reference is made to T. D. 51914, approved May 6, 1948, containing instructions for 
the conversion of the Argentine peso for the purpose of assessment of duty on mer- 
chandise imported into the United States. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New York has advised the Department, by letter dated 
July 8, 1948, that since June 22, 1948, the Bank has temporarily omitted the daily cer- 
tifications to the Secretary of the Treasury of rates of exchange for the Argentine peso; 
that this action was taken because of published information which indicated that the 
Argentine Government had on June 23, 1948, initiated certain new exchange regulations; 
that, in view of the information obtained regarding the new exchange regulations, the 
Bank intends to certify three rates for the Argentine peso, commencing July 15, 1948; 
that the first rate which will correspond to the rate previously designated as “Official” 
will be indicated as “for ‘regular’ products”; that the second rate, which previously had 
been undesignated, will be indicated as “for ‘non-regular’ products”; and that the new 
rate (which, it is anticipated, will be lower than either of the other two rates, i.e., will 
show a lower amount of United States money as equivalent to the peso) will be indicated 
as “for certain industrial products.” 

Pending the determination of the proper use for customs purposes of the three rates to 
be certified by the Federal Reserve Bank, appraisement shall be withheld and liquidation 
shall be suspended as to all merchandise exported to the United States from Argentina 
after June 22, 1948. 

Since it appears that the third rate to be certified by the Bank will be lower than 
either of the other two rates that have been or will be certified by the Bank, deposit of 
estimated duties shall be calculated on the basis of the rate that would have been used 
under the instructions in T.D. 51914 for the deposit of estimated duties on merchandise 
exported on June 22, 1948. (C/L-2614)

ternationally, by a former Oklahoma high 
school biology teacher has developed into 
a big business enterprise. The instructor 
started collecting and classifying in 1920. 
Sales were made when a market presented 
itself. The growing interest in allergies 
created such demand that he laid aside his 
profession in the interest of business. 

Import commodities handled directly by 
Oklahoma City firms include coffee, spices, 
rugs, carpets, bananas, pineapple, novelties 
and Latin American handicraft. 

The District Office of the Department 
of Commerce, established here in April 
1946, serves the increasingly active foreign 
trade group of the city and state. In Okla- 
homa City alone more than 100 companies 
are interested in selling in foreign markets 

Cargos of wheat and flour top the list 


of Oklahoma City shipments. Among other 
important exports are automobile acces- 
sories and replacement parts, replacement 
parts for all types of aircraft, air condition- 
ing equipment, all types of industrial ma- 
chinery, metal cattle chutes and farm 
machinery, glass and ceramic products, per- 
sonalized stationery, battery chargers, 
chemicals, and plastic items. 

Oklahoma City’s position as an aviation 
crossroads has appreciably augmented in- 
ternational trade. Air transportation, in- 
cluding connecting flights to Central and 
South America and non-stop schedules to 
both east and west coasts with connections 
to Europe and Asia, offers fast, direct 
communication to foreign representatives 
and buyers and has whetted interest into 
export trade.

tion was assessed for duty at $5 per proof gallon 
under paragraph 802 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 
Notice of appraisement was not given to the im- 
porter, and his protest claimed that this failure 
made the liquidation invalid. 

The Court held that although the appraised value 
was not higher than the entered value, neverthe- 
less the appraiser’s determination of value re- 
sulted in a change of classification. The collector 
was therefore charged with the duty of sending 


written notice of appraisement, and cannot deprive 
the importer of his right to appeal to reappraise- 
ment by his failure to do so. The liquidations were 
therefore held to be premature, and were set aside 
and the Court ruled that the appraisement had not 
become final. The importer thereby gained the 
opportunity to receive a written notice of appraise- 
ment, and to appeal to reappraisement. (Duroch 
Limited, Inc. v. United States. Prot. 122278-K, 
decided June 16, 1948. Opinion by Judge Ekwall.)

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


CONVENTION OF THE UNIVERSAL POSTAL UNION—Certain changes will be made 
relative to International Mail exchanged with foreign countries to be effective as of 
July 1, 1948, the principal changes being as follows: The weight limit for printed matter 
in general will be increased to six pounds-nine ounces and to 11 pounds for single vol- 
umes of printed books. 

Samples of merchandise consisting of articles which would deteriorate if packed 
in accordance with the general rules, as well as samples placed in transparent containers 
permitting verification of their contents, may, as an exception, be admitted in a hermetic- 
ally sealed container. The maximum indemnity payable for loss of Registered articles 
will be reduced from 50 francs ($16.33) to 25 franes ($8.17). 

ISRAEL—Effective at once ordinary (unregistered) letters and post cards only 
(surface and air) will be accepted for the State of Israel. Letters may weigh up to 4 
pounds 6 ounces, but may not contain merchandise. 

NETHERLANDS—Money-order service between The United States and The Nether- 
lands will be resumed both ways, on July 1, 1948. The conversion rate for United States 
money orders drawn for payment in The Netherlands is fixed at the rate of 1 florin=38 
cents. However, in compliance with the request of the Netherlands Postal Administration, 
it has been agreed to limit the maximum amount for a single United States money order 
to the equivalent of 100 florins. 

Money orders may be purchased in The Netherlands for payment in the United States 
only under certain conditions, and the amount for a single money order is limited to 
$9.35. The conversion rate for such orders will be $1.00=florins 2.68 at present. 

RELIEF PARCELS—In accordance with the provisions of the “Eeonomie Cooperation 
Act of 1948,” the Administrator of the ECA is authorized to use certain funds made avail- 
able for the purpose, insofar as practicable and under rules and regulations prescribed 
by him, to pay ocean freight charges on certain relief parcels, and, where practicable, 
to make agreements with participating countries to absorb terminal charges on such 
parcels. 

Effective July 6, 1948, and until further notice, the present postage rates on such 
relief parcels sent by surface means will be reduced by 4 cents per pound for the fol-

AIRMAIL FOR NEWFOUNDLAND—A large number of airmail articles for New- 
foundland are being mailed with postage of only 5 cents affixed, evidently due to the 
fact that some patrons believe Newfoundland is a part of Canada. The airmail rate to 
Newfoundland is 10 cents per half ounce. 

TOBACCO IN GIFT PARCELS TO THE NETHERLANDS—May not contain more than 
200 cigarettes or 500 grams (17% ounces) of chopped tobacco which amounts represent 
the monthly quota of tobacco that individuals are allowed to receive. 

JAPAN—In addition to the list of articles previously published, which may be gent 
in a single gift parcel to Japan, the following articles may also be sent:

BELGIAN CONGO—Jewelry, silverware and other precious articles are prohibited 
to Belgian Congo by parcel post unless the parcels are registered. 

NETHERLANDS—In connection with the importation by mail into the Netherlands 
of paper values, for which authorization from the ‘Nederlandsche Bank” is required to 
be obtained by the addressee, it is understood that the term “paper values” includes 
paper money. The addressee must obtain the needed permission before the articles are 
mailed, and the sender should therefore mark the cover of the parcel “Importation Au- 
thorized by the Newerlandsche Bank.” 

SEALING OF REGISTERED LETTERS TO FOREIGN COUNTRIES—Mail for registra- 
tion intended for foreign countries may not be addressed in ordinary pencil, but must 
be addressed with ink, in typewriting, or by means of an indelible pencil. The use of 
indelible pencil is not, however, permitted in the case of registered articles transmitted 
in “window” envelopes. Letters which bear traces of opening and resealing will not be 
accepted for registration. Letters which are sealed with wax, paper strips, or seals may 
be accepted for registration if they are prepared in accordance with the requirements 
for domestic registered mail. 


EXPORT SHIPMENTS UNDER FOREIGN ASSISTANCE ACT 


In a memorandum to Collectors of Customs, the Bureau of the Census recently issued 
the following statement on the subject of documentation of shipments under the Eco- 
nomic Cooperation Administration program: 

“For your information, all ECA authorizations or requisitions are issued by the Eco- 
nomic Cooperation Administration to United States Government agencies or to the foreign 
recipient governments. The procurement and shipping of the material may be made by 
United States Government agencies, the foreign governments, or private exporters or im- 
porters in accordance with arrangements made by the foreign governments. In the 
latter case, it is possible for ECA shipments, identified by established ECA requisitions, 
to be made where no reference to either a United States Government agency or a foreign 
eovernment appears on the export declaration. 

“Defense Aid Shipper’s Export Declarations. Commerce Form 7525 DA-V, should be 
used for all shipments under the ECA pregram, including ECA shipments made through 
regular commercial channels, even though the name of a United States Government agency 
or a foreign government does not appear on the declaration as exporter, consignee, con- 
signor, etc. 

“As previously stated in Circular Letter No. FT 57, in those cases where export 
licenses are required by the Office of International Trade, the license number should 
appear on the Shipper’s Export Declaration in the description of merchandise column. 
The ECA requisition symbo! and number should appear on export declarations in the 
space designated for reference or requisition number.” .

TRADE WITH E.C.A. COUNTRIES 


; May, 1948 

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports to E.C.A. countries in Europe amounted to $344.1 million in May, compared with 
$361.0 million in April and a monthly average of $374.8 million during the first quarter 
of 1948. Exports to Turkey and China, the E. C. A. countries in Asia. rose to $49.6 million 
in May from $43.5 million in April and $27.4 million, the monthly ‘average of the first 
quarter of 1948. United States general imports from all E. C. A. countries amounted to 
$78.7 million in May, or one-fifth the value of United States exports to those countries. 
May imports were lower from nearly all E.C.A. countries than the monthly average dur- 
jng the first quarter. (F. T. 951).

The tonnage of vessels entering United States ports in foreign trade increasea o 
percent from 6,830,000 net tons in March to 7,061,000 net tons in April. On the other 
hand vessel clearance tonnage dropped 3 percent from 7,002,000 net tons to $6,826,000 net 
tons. American flag vessels accounted for 58 percent of the entrance tonnage (4,072,000 
net tons) and for 54 percent of the clearance tonnage (3,720,000 net tons) during April. 
Vessels entering and clearing with cargo totaled 4,281,000 net, tons (61 percent of all 
vessel entrances) and 4,996,000 net tons (73 percent of all vessel clearances), respectively.

DOCUMENTATION REQUIREMENT FOR SPANISH TRADING 


The pro-forma invoice required to be furnished to Spanish importers by American 
exporters, and which must be attached to the application for the Spanish import license, 
must show the f.o.b. foreign port price of the goods concerned, according to two notices 
to importers published in Informacion Commercial Expanola, Madrid, of March 25, and 
April 11, 1948 

The pro-forma invoice may include costs of freight and insurance, on which the f.o.b, 
Spanish port price may be calculated, but unless the f.o.b. foreign port price is shown 
separately “in a clear and distinct manner’, the corresponding application for an import 
license will be refused without, appeal. 


WESTERN GERMANY CURRENCY REFORM 


For the time being, the only effect of the Western Germany currency reform on Joint 
kixport-Import Agency regulations is that the term “reichsmark” is to be replaced by 
“Deutsche mark” wherever JEIA instructions or operational memoranda mention reichs- 
mark. 


CERTIFICATE OF IMPORT PERMIT REQUIRED BY 
CHILEAN CONSULS 


Effective July 1, 1948, shippers must furnish Chilean consuls with a “certificate of 
import permit” obtained from the importer in Chile, before the consul may visa shipping 
documents. The certificate of import permit is to be issued to importers in Chile by the 
Chilean National Foreign Trade Council in accordance with the Organic Regulations of 
the Council published in the Diario Oficial of April 22. 1948. Owners of “Preparing Ship- 
ments to Chile,” International Reference Service Vol. 4, No. 25 of July 1947, should revise 
the “Documents” section of their copy in conformity with this new requirement. 


LOCAL LICENSE EXTENSION AND AMENDMENT SERVICE 


We regret to announce that, effective immediately, the New York Regional Office of 
the Department of Commerce must limit its export license amendment and extension 
services to cases which are actually of an emergency Nature or for which, through no 
fault of the licensee, the time would not permit return of the original document to Wash- 
ington for action. 

Similarly, emergency treatment of applications for export license will be available 
through this office only in those instances where time-emergencies exist. This pro- 
cedure, by Keeping our limited facilities open for truly emergency cases, will enable this 
office more readily to handle emergency requests. 

Please note that requests for extension and amendment of export licenses, other than 
emergency cases, should be submitted direct to Exporters’ Service Section, Office of In- 
ternational Trade, Vepartment of Commerce, Washington 25. LD. C.. at least two weeks 
prior to the expiration date of the license.

SUMMARIES OF TARIFF INFORMATION 


The United States Tariff Commission has released the following volumes of the re- 
vised Summaries of Tariff Information: 

Vol. 2—Earths, Earthenware, and (In 2 parts) Glassware 

Vol. 5—Sugar, Molasses, and Manufactures 

Vol. 6—Tobacco and Manufactures 

Vol. S—Spirits, Wines and Other Beverages 

Vol. 10—Flax, Hemp, Jute and Manufactures 

Vol. 12—Silk Manufactures 


The summaries on all of the dutiable items are being revised in response to a reso- 
lution of the Ways and Means Committee of the House of Representatives, adopted July 
25, 1947, which directs the Tariff Commission to rewrite and bring up to date the com- 
modity summaries. The complete project will include about 2000 summaries, which will 
be grouped in volumes according to the schedules of the tariff act and arranged by tariff 
paragraphs. 

The summaries have been made as brief as practicable. They show for the various 
commodities tariff rates and statistical data on United States production, imports, and 
exports, and contain other information pertinent to an understanding of the conditions 
of competition between imports and domestic production. Each summary has a table 
comparing the rates of duty provided for in the Tariff Acts of 1922 and 1930, the rate in 
effect on January 1, 1945 and the 1948 rate. Appropriate notes are added to explain 
the status at the rates included in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade signed at 
Geneva on October 30, 1947. 

Fundamental to much of the work of the Tariff Commission is the compilation and 
analysis of data relating to the numerous commodities in the import trade of the United 
States. The summaries bring together the data that have been accumulated Over a 
period of years. These data include information from Government sources and from 
the trade, much of which is obtained through contacts in the field. This information is 
the basic material for reports to the President and to the Congress. It is also used in 
supplying information to other Government agencies, particularly the Department of 
State in connection with the administration of the trade agreements program. 

Other products on which summaries are being prepared include chemicals, metals, 
wood and paper, agricultural products and textiles. 

The Tariff Commission’s current edition of the Summaries of Tariff Information is 
too limited for general distribution. As an immediate service to the public, however,, 
the 46 field offices of the Department of Commerce and selected public libraries and uni- 
versity libraries in the larger cities will be supplied with complete sets of these new 
summaries for commercial and professional consultation.

The President, on June 4, 1948, approved Public Law 606, which extends through June 30, 1949, 
the authority under which the Department of Agriculture administers War Food Order 63. This Order, 
therefore, is continued in full effect at this time. A prior authorization from the Department of Agri- 
culture is still required for the importation into the United States of any of the commodities listed on 
Appendix A of War Food Order 63. 


APPENDIX A AS OF JUNE 25, 1948 
The designation shown in the first column below means the following: 

(1) Foods on Appendix A carrying the designation (1) are subject to the controls of 
WFO-63, even though located in and the growth, produce or manufacture of Canada, 
Mexico, Guatemala, or El Salvador, and transported into the continental United States 
overland, by air, or by inland waterway.

OF STA'TE—Cont’d from Page 568 
modification, imposition, or continuance may be extended in order tu carry out the ,purpose of such sec- 
tion 350 without causing or threatening serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or 
similar articles; and (2) if increases in duties or additional import restrictions are required to avoid 
serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or similar articles thei minimum increases in duties 
or additional import restrictions required. Such report shall be made by the Commission to the President 
not later than 120 days after the receipt of such list by the Cemmission. No such foreign trade agree- 
ment shall be entered into until the Commission has made its report to the President or until the expira- 
tion of the 120-day period. 

(b) In the course of any investigation pursuant to this section the Commission, shall hold hearings 
and give reasonable public notice thereof, and shall afford reasonable opportunity for. parties interes 
to be present, to produce evidence, and to be heard at such hearings. 

(c) Section 4 of the Act entitled “An Act to amend the Tariff Act of 1930,” approved June 12, 1934,

reported by the Tariff Commission under section 3, or (2) fail to require or make appropriate the mini- 
mum increase in duty or additional import restrictions required to avoid such injury, the President shall 
transmit to Congress a copy of such agreement together with a message accurately identifying the article 
with respect ta which such limits or minimum requirements are not complied with, and stating his rea- 
sons for the action taken with respect to such article. If either the Senate or the House of Representa- 
tives, or both, are not in session at the time of such rtansmission, such agreement and message shalll be 
filed with the Secretary of the Senate or the Clerk of the House of Representatives, or both, as the case 
may be. 

* (b) Promptly after the President has transmitted such foreign trade agreement to Congress the 
Commission shall deposit with the Committee on Ways and Means of the House of Representatives 
and the Committee on Finance of the Senate, a copy of its report to the’President with respect to such 
agreement. (Public law 792—80th Congress - 6/26/48). 

SPECIAL NOTE: The enactment of the Trade Agreements Extension Act in no way affects the 
status of existing reciprocal trade agreements, including the Geneva trade agreement, which had pre- 
viously been concluded.
